Carter today proposed a $19.4 billion hike 
in former President Gerald R. Ford's 
1978 budget, saying the increase will help 
the needy, restore economic growth and 
make a start on his own programs. 
Carter asked Congress to impose a 
ceiling on hospital charges, a kind of 
price control that may be the first step 
toward a comprehensive national health 
insurance program. 
He also proposed increased outlays for 
education, housing and energy, and a 
small cutback in outlays for defense He 
scrapped Ford’s plans to cut food stamp, 
child nutrition and health programs. 
“ Proposals have been rejected that 
would have needlessly added to the 
burden on the elderly and those who de­ 
pend upon Medicare, Medicaid and food 
programs.” Carter said in a message to 
Congress 
But, he said, there has not been time in 
his four weeks in office to completely 
rewrite the budget that Ford sent to Con­ 
gress three days before leaving office 
He said it “ is essentially still President 
Ford's budget. ..” 
Carter proposed increasing 1978 spen­ 
ding to $459.4 billion, compared with the 
$440 billion Ford recommended After 
subtracting revenues of $401.6 billion, 
there would be a deficit of $57.7 billion 
Ford recommended deficit of $47 billion 
Spending during the current 1977 fiscal 
year is estimated at $417.4 billion with a 
record deficit of $68 billion 
Carter told Congress the changes he is 
urging would make ‘’important first 
steps toward a federal government that 
is more effective and responsive to our 
people's needs.” 
His budget director. Bert Lance, told 
reporters that Carter’s changes are aim­ 
ed at correcting the ’’major defects” of 
the Ford budget He said Carter restored 
$5 1 billion that Ford had cut from 
various programs 
The Carter budget also includes the 
savings of $289 million that would result 
from eliminating spending for 1978 on 19 
water development projects 
Savings 
over time from eliminating the projects 
could amolint to $5 1 billion, he said.

The 
dogs expressed little interest in the river 
and no physical evidence of the boy’s 
presence was found nearby.

But 
Carter indicated spending for 
some of the projects cauld be restored 
later. The budget said the administration 
is “ reviewing projects that may be 
environmentally or economically 
un­ 
sound or potentially dangerous." New 
recommendations will be made when the 
review is completed, the document said. 
Carter proposed extending the 26-week 
supplemental unemployment insurance 
program through the end of the year so 
that unemployed workers can continue to 
qualify for up to 52 weeks of jobless 
benefits. Beginning in 1978, the program 
would 
gradually 
be 
reduced 
to 
its 
original 26 weeks by March of that year. 
The extended program is now scheduled 
to expire in March of this year 
Carter proposed holding down the ris­ 
ing cost of health care by putting a ceil­ 
ing on the annual increases in hospital 
bills. The budget said a 9 per cent ceiling, 
for example, could save the government 
$695 million in medicare payments and 
$134 million in medicaid, plus $1.6 billion 
for insurance companies and individuals 
"The Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare would establish the precise 
limits after consultation with the states, 
health and insurance industries, pur­ 
chasers and consumers of health ser­ 
vices,“ the budget said. 
There would be significant changes in 
outlays 
for housing assistance. 
The 
number of additional subsidized housing 
units to be assisted in 1977 would be 
increased from 235.800 to 400.000, which 
would increase outlavs by $70 million in 
1978. 


The 
change 
would 
require 
an 
additional $9.6 billion in budget authority 
for 1977. with the money to be spent in 
future years. 
Carter also proposed an increase of S27 
million in public housing operating sub­ 
sidies for 1977 and 1978 to offset higher 
utility costs from the severe winter this 
year 


The President eliminated $650 million 
in proposed start-up spending for former 
Vice President Nelson A Rockefeller's 
project for an Energy Independence 
Authority that would help finance energy 
projects' 
But Carter did propose increased fund­ 
ing for environmental and energy con­ 
servation programs and a shift in energy 
research and development costs, totaling 
$304 million, away from nuclear research 
toother energy sources 
Total spending for natural resources, 
environment and energy would increase 
to $20.5 billion in 1978. up $1.4 billion over 
Ford’s request. 
Carter's budget proposals are still sub­ 
ject to change by Congress, which will 
begin 
holding 
hearings 
almost 
im­ 
mediately. But many of the changes he 
proposed, such as in restoring spending 
levels for food stamps and child care, 
were changes Congress probably would 
have made anyway. 
The budget predicts unemployment 
will average 7.1 per cent this year and 6.3 
per cent in 1978. compared with Ford's 
projections for a jobless rate of 7.3 per 
cent this year and 6.6 per cent next. 
Carter’s target for economic growth is 
for average growth in the nation’s Gross 
National Product of 5.4 per cent both this 
year and next, compared with Ford’s 
target of 5.2 this year, and 5.1 per cent in 
1978. 


Actual GNP growth this year should be 
about 6 per cent, the budget said 
But the budget said that the over-all 
adverse impact on the economy from the 
severe 
winter should be “ relatively 
moderate and temporary" and that the 
economy should regain later in the year 
most of the ground lost during the winter 
months.

The p resid ent will 
then su bmit one of tho se names to the 
Senate fo r co nfirmatio n o r rejection. 


“ With d istrict ju d ges,” Bell testified , 
“we are go ing to leav e the selection ju st 
as it is — with the senato rs.” He ad d ed 
that the ad ministratio n ho p es so me 
senato rs will v o lu ntarily establish their 
own no n-p artisan screening co mmittees 
to select cand id ates for d istrict co u rt 
seats. 


There are only 97 ap p eals co u rt 
ju d geship s co mp ared with 349 d istrict 
co u rt seats, so the p ro p o sal ou tlined by 
Bell is far mo re mo d est than Carter’s

for cooks. 
Then you might go on by 
consulting 
your 
own 
par­ 
ticular interests. There are 
cookbooks involved with the 
use of all kinds of kitchen ap­ 
pliances There are cookbooks 
on all the main categories of 
food — meats; poultry and 
game; fish and seafood; eggs, 
cheese and other dairy foods; 
grains; 
vegetables; 
fruits; 
beverages. 
There are also 
books 
on 
subcategories 
of 
these 


For example, there is a 
cookbook devoted to beef and 
a number to only ground beef. 
There is a cookbook that takes 
lamb for its province and

Ed­ 
die Arcaro sees two specters 
lying in wait for horse racing’s 
sensational, 
16-vear-old ap­ 
prentice. Steve Cauthen. 
“ Wait for that first fall - 
the kid hasn't had a real bad 
accident yet,” said the king of 
the stakes riders now enjoying 
the life ot a country gentleman 
in Miami 
"I haven't had the privilege 
of seeing young Cauthen ride 
yet, but from what I’ve heard 
from a lot of people, the boy is 
an excellent rider. They sav 
he's cool, has a mind'of a 
24-year-old and a natural feel 
tor horses. 
i think it’s great He has 
given horse racing a big boost. 


It’s good to see the sport back 
in the headlines.” 
However, Old Banana Nose 
- as they called him — is 
disinclined 
to 
apply 
im­ 
mediate superstar status to 
the Kentucky phenom who. 
with more than 100 winners 
this year, is off to the fastest 
winning start in the sport's 
history. 
"Nobody was a better bug 
than Bill Shoemaker,” Arcaro 
said 
“ Remember, Bill- was 
riding mostly on the West 
Coast and against the best 
riders of the day - Johnny 
Longden. Jack Westrope and 
Ted Atkinson. He had little 
choice of mounts. The top 
stables had their own riders 
under contract 


“ New York, at this par­ 
ticular time of the year, is the 
best place for a kid to make a 
good showing The best riders 
run away from cold weather 
So Cauthen hasn't had to go 
against the tough guys - Vas- 
quez and Cordero. 
“ 
Riding is easier in New 
^ork, 
too, 
The 
rules are 
tougher than anywhere. Your 
number goes down even if you 
bump a horse in New York In 
California they ride closer. 
There 
are 
more 
jam-ups, 
more chances for accidents.” 
Young 
Cauthen, 
Arcaro 
said, is fortunuate to have so 
far avoided any tragic spills. 
A fall, Arcaro insisted, is the 
horror of every man who takes 
to the saddle 


“ This is a tough game,” he 
said “ A man who says he isn’t 
afraid of a spill is either an 
idiot or a liar. We had seven 
killed in 1975 and five last 
year There must be 24 or 25 
paraplegics. 
“ Accidents 
happen 
You 
can’t escape them And how 
you handle them marks the 
progress of your career." 
Next to a fall, Arcaro con­ 
tinued. weight is the ghost that 
most haunts the tiniest cham­ 
pions in sports. 
"Cauthen, like Shoemaker, 
is very small, I understand,” 
he said. “ But thev tell me he 
has big hands and big feet 
When 1 raced they wouldn't 
sign you up if you had big 
hands and feet because they 


figured you were still growing. 
"Hank Mills was a sensa­ 
tional 
rider when he was 
young. But weight got him. 1 
think he is now about 180 
pounds and breaking broncs in 
Texas.”

WASHINGTON ( AP) - By 
almost an\ measure, the huge 
agricultural production of the 
12 states in the north-central

12-state region accounts for 
more than 80 per cent of U.S. 
corn, around 70 per cent of the 
soybeans, nearly 80 per cent of 
the hogs, more than 50 per 
cent of the grain-fed cattle go­ 
ing into the consumer beef 
market and more than 40 per 
cent of the nation’s milk and 
turkeys
